H IS TORY~OF FIGHT 


Passage of Rate Ordin- 


ance Started Battle in 


April, 1929 


The City of Camden waged a.suc- 


cessful fight for a reduclion in gas 
rates, -but the new low rate obtained 
In that fight is practically the same 
nb'w in effect in Hope, The Star learn- 
ed Wednesday. 


In, an effort to determine what 


chance Hope has of obtaining cheaper 
gas, The Star asked the Camden News 
to furnfsh a history of the successful 
rate reduction campaign in the Oua- 
chita county city. 


Camden originally had a 75-ccnt rale, 


with 10 per cent'discounl making 07'/4 
cents the net .rate. 


55-Ccnt Rate for Both 


The new Camden rate is 55 cents, 


no discount, and a $1.50 minimum. 
' The Hope rate is 58 cents, less 3 
cents discount, a nef rate of 55 cents. 
Hope has a 50-cent service charge. 
Camden has no service charge, but the 
minimum bill is 51.50 regardless of the 
amount of gas used. 


On very small bills, Hope is slight- 


ly cheaper than Camden; on medium 
and l.T'fjer-sized bills,'Camden is un- 
der Hope. The first 1,000 cubic feet 
costs Hope J1.05, Camden 51.50. A bill 
for 2,000 cubic feet costs Hope 51.GO, 
Gamden ?1.50; 3,000 cubic 'feet costs 
Hope $2.15, Camden $1.65; 5,000 cubic 


, feet costs Ho«: 53.25, Camden 52.75; 


and 10,000 feet costs Hope $6.25, Cam-

In Hope Ihof ga's uliltfyfls'' operated 


directly by the Arkansas Natural Gas 
corporation, a Cities Service unit. 


Retail, Wholesale Concerns ' 


In Camden the local distributing 


concern, the Camden Gas company, is 
a stock firm controlled by St. Louis 
men. It buys its gas wholesale at the 
city gates from the Arkansas Natural 
corporation—Ihe Cities Service com- 
pany controlling Ihe fields and lines 
jn the Monroe gas dome area. 


A promoter went lo Camden in 1923, 


obtained a franchise under pressure 
of thai city's-need for fuel during the 
development, of the South Arkansas 
oil field's, and sold this franchise lo 
the slock company organized to ac- 
quire it. 


On April 1, 1929, Ihe Camden city 


council launched Us fight against the 
67'/4-cent rate, passing an ordinance 
establishing new low rates. The gas 
company obtained a temporary injunc- 
tion to prohibit pulling the rates into 
effect. The company had first sought 
to carry the fight into federal court at 
Texarkana, but United Staes Judge 
Youm.ans threw the case out for want 
of equity. 


Fight in State Courts 


The gas company then obtained its 


temporary injunction from Ouachita 
circuit court. The fight dragged on 
until December, 1930, when Circuit 
Judge W. A. Speer ruled thnt the gas 
ordinance was valid and ordered the 
gas company lo pay consumers a re- 
fund totalling 517,000 up to December 
B, 1930. 


The company posted bond and" ap- 


pealed to the Arkansas Supreme Court. 
The supreme court upheld the circuit 
court. 


Two firms of attorneys handled the 


case fro Ihe consumers, Haynic, Parks 
& Westfall, and Guughun, Sifford & 
Gaughan. 


Mayor George R. Haynic had helped 


launch the fight as an attorney prior 
to his election as mayor, and contin- 
ued the fight while in office. 


The case was not officially closed 


until this February, with the settle- 
ment of litigalion between attorneys 
and the gas consumers who had failed 
to sign the petition which led to the 
long and successful fight. 


The consumers in their pclition as- 


sured the attorneys of 20 per cent of 
the amount of the refund, and this 
was the lawyers' only pay during the 
long proceedings. All but 200 of the 
gas consumers had signed the pclition 
—and the attorneys sought later on to 
collect their 20 per cent from con- 
sumers whether they signed Ihe peli- 
tion or not. Eventually the 
circuit 


court held that consumers who did 
not sign the petition could not be 
made to pay the attorneys, but all but 
all but 200 of Camd'en's 1.600 gas con- 
sumers did pay.

head with a stone and watched her 
stagger to her 
death 
beneath the 


wheels of a Missouri Pacific passenger 
train, police and coroner's forces Tues- 
day held widely divergent views on 
the cause of death. 


While Missouri Pacific officials were 


conducting a routine examination of 
members of the crew ,of the Irain 
which slruck Miss Youngblood, police 
revealed lhat a hobo Monday attempt-

The railroad investigation produc-

He scoffed at the 
signed confession of Eddington, saying 
"none of the evidence in that state- 
ment coincides with the facts we know 
are true."

right, but that he "caused her death, 
ull right." 


Chief Cross taid he had "something 


up his sleeve for the Grand Jury." 
he declined to reveal the nature of his 
"surprise" but indicated it would sub- 
stantiate his murder theory.

For State Made 


C. S, Bouton Forecast* In- 
crease in Corn and Irish 


and Sweet Potatoea 


LITTLE ROCK. — Larger Arkansas 


crops of corn, Irish potatoes and sweet 
potatoes and smaller oats and rice 
crops ara predicted this year if pres- 
ent plans of farmers are carried out. 


C. S. Bouten, state agricultural stat- 
istician, Issuing a f6recnst based on 
"Intentions" of KtttiitSi yesteday pre- 
dicted an Increase of- four per cent In 
corn acreage, a total of 2,32,000 acres, 
This compares with 1>,S84,000 acres har- 
vested in 1931. 


Increase in swine would1 tend to 


cause larger cirri acreage, the report 
said. An Increase of 2.2 per cent for 
the United States vms forecast. 


• The "back to the farm" movement is 
credited for an' increase of seven per 
cent In the Irish potato acreage, total- 
ing 46,000 acres, although the price 
probably will decrease. 


Sweet potatoes, noted for drouth re- 


sisting qualities, will continue a fav- 
ored crop. With an increase of 20 per 
cent, raising the intended acreage to 
38,000. 


A marked drop in oats and rice 


acreage, is seen, with a five per cent 
decrease in oats, and a 15 per cent cut 
in rice. Low price of rice is tending- 
to reduce the acreage. The oats acre- 
age was set at 89,000, and rice at 151,- 
000 acres. 


Other predictions are; Peanuts, 40 


per'cent increase. 38,000 acres; soy 
beans, alone, 210 per cent increase, 14,- 
000 acres; cowpeas, alone, 15 per cent 
increase, 82,000 acres and tame hay, 5 
per cent increase, 598,000 acres.
